Bookstore 
Profits 
$11,000. 

A net profit of approximately 
$11,000 was realized by tho Mc- 
Gill bookstoro for tho fiscal year 
ending May 31, 1953, according 
to a statement released by Prof- 
essor G.I. Duthle, chairman of the 
Committee of Management of the 
McGill University Dook Store. 

Tho Committee regnrds tho re- 
sults of tho third year of oper- 
ation ns being highly satisfactory. 
Sales of both books and supplies 
show a substantial Incrcnso. The 
sale of books again provided the 
major part of the store's gross 
income. 

This year for tho first time 
students will share directly in tho 
profits of the McGill llookstorc. 
Under tho new plan drafted by tho 
commlttco of tho SEC headed by 
'Hob raulette and approved by tho 
SEC and University authorities 
profits will bo divided among tho 
students according to tho amounts 
they havo purchased. This means 
that, If tho Dookstoro profits como 
to 5 r ,o of the gross Income, each 
student will bo refunded 5% of 
the amount shown on the casii re- 
gister slips ho turns in. 

In round figures, sales of books 
and supplies brought in $101,000 
and tho cost of tho books sold was 
$147,000 giving a gross profit of 
about $45,000. Bookstore expenses 
for salaries, rental of premises, 
etc. totalled $33,000 thus giving 
a net profit for tho year of $11,- 
000. 

Tho Committee slated that as 
tho years havo passed, students 
have found tho store more and 
moro useful In making available 
to them tho required books and 
supplies, and tho experience of Its 
staff, coupled with tho co-opcr- 
allon of tho teaching staff, has 
enabled tho store to carry what 
was wanted when It was wanted. 
Thero Is reason to hope, they 
went on, that with the continued 
co-operation of nil concerned the 
usefulness of the store nnd Its 
ability to glvo servlco will In 
crease from year to year.

WUS to Get 
Mor e M oney 

Slice of Combined Charities- 
Raised to 33% 

The portion of Combined Charities collections going to 
the World University Service was increased from 25 to 
33 1/3% at the SEC meeting last night, on the recommend- 
ations of both Dave Grier, Chairman of the McGill WUSC 
Committee, and Dick Vandenburg, Chairman of the Combin-' 
ed Charities Committee. 

The Council heard Air. Grier recommend this increase 
as his third choice. For this year Grier favoured two separ- 
ate campaigns — one for WUS and one for the Montreal 
charities. This suggestion was vetoed by the Council. 



For the future, Grler advocat- 
ed a slnglo campaign, In which 
caclt student would mark his con- 
tribution as to what division ho 
wanted to mako between WUS 
and the city charities. This sche- 
me, said Grler, would mean that 
the student would havo to think 
about what ho was giving and 
why. Ho opposed an arbitrary 
percentage division on tho grounds 
that this would in effect bo tell- 
ing tho student where his money 
should go. 

Both Grler and Vandenburg 
stated that tho scheme was im- 
possible to bring into operation 
this year. Tho Council mnde no 
recommendation at all as to Its 
adoption next year, leaving that 
to tho next Council. 

AMJIEXDMEXT 

Also discussed nt last night's 
meeting was tho amendment 
Which tho Engineers aro bringing 
beforo the next Students' Society 
meeting — scheduled for a week 
from today. A general discussion 
cn tho pros and cons of tho move 
lasted for about half an hour. 

John Jonas ndvlsed tho Coun- 
cil that it would bo "unwise to 
tako tills thing too seriously," 
eaylng that he was sure that the 
Engineers would get great satis- 
faction It the Council showed 
much concern. 



Another m e m b o r, however, 
warned tho Council not to take 
tho Engineers too lightly. Some 
support was shown for giving the 
engineers moro representation 
than at present, but thero was 
a general feeling that reducing 
tho slzo of tho Council Is not 
necessary. 

Jerome Smyth, representative 
for Law, cxprossed tho opinion 
that tho proposed nmmendment. 
was designed only to get more 
members from Engineering on 
tho Council, and that their pro- / 
.posai to chop ono Arts nnd Scien- 
ce member was not made in earn* 
est. 

Other business discussed in- 
cluded tho approval of several 
budgets submitted by undergrad- ' 
unto societies. Tho request of the 
MUS for a grant of $825 waB cut 
down to $ i» G 3 . on tho , grounds 
that in a year when tho Students' 
Society wns facing a deficit, it 
would not be a good Idea to in- 
crease undergraduate society 
grants over last year's. Requests 
for aid from other undergraduate ' 
cociotlos wero genernlly scaled 
down nlso, with tho exception of 
the Physical and Occupational 
Therapy Undergraduate Society 
which was granted tho $7.50 
needed to moot Its budgeted do- 
ficlt.

Law was proven to bo more 
useful to society than religion 
during a debate between members 
of tho Fncultlcs of Law and Divin- 
ity yesterday noon hour. 

Tito topic of tho debate, which 
wns held in Divinity Hall, was 
as follows: "Resolved that re- 
ligion Is more bencflclnl to so- 
ciety than law." 

Dill Morris, the first speaker 
for tho affirmative, pointed otit 
that In tho Old Testament God was 
law and that law as wo know It 
today Is actually only an offspring 
of religion. Ho also stated that 
tho law courts deal with crime 
rather than sin and that law with- 
out honour Is useless. 

Jack Greonstein, the first speak- 



er for tho negative, stated that 
religion was law only because 
thero was no central power, no 
strong king or stato government. 
With tho coming of tho Renais- 
sance the stato took over aud 
people looked to it for protection 
and justice. Greensteln empha- 
sised the fact that religion had no 
means of enforcing its law and 
illustrated this fact by taking the 
ruse of a smull child. Tho Church 
blesses an Infant but the law uni- 
tects it. 

Don Bardwell, second speaker 
for tho affirmative, stated that 
religion and love not law hold a 
family together. He also said that

Democracy in Inaction 



legal notice, in a local paper recently, 
brought to our attention one of the finer 
points of political life in a democracy. This 
notice, inserted by the provincial Commis- 
sion set up to investigate the CanaSian 
constitution, was an invitation to all citi- 
zens in the Montreal district to visit the 

■ commission and submit briefs on what they 
considered had to be done about the B.N. A. 
Act. It is an invitation like this that bol- 
sters our faith in the real powers of a de- 

' mocratic state. 

The problems created by our constitu- 
tion are various and complex, but all point 
to.the fact that this document is hopelessly 
outmoded and is being used constantly to 
prevent the proper functioning of our gov- 
ernment. A constitution is supposed to set 
forth the rules by which the country ought 
to be run, not the rules by which proper 
legislation is blocked. 

s ■ In the dark years of the 1930's, the 

-Bennett government designed a series of 
legislation in order to 'lick the depression', 

% wjiich passed both the House of Commons 
and the Senate without serious dissent. 
However, when the late Prime Minister 
King.; took over, he submitted these bills 
tirthe Supreme Court to see if they were 
constitutional (before, we may add. he put 
them into action). The Court ruled that 
the legislation was outside the powers of 
the federal government. 
. The Second World War solved our diffi- 
culties for a while, by allowing the Ottawa 
government to enact necesseary laws under 
their wartime emergency powers. But the 

. war is over now, and we are left with a 
worse confusion than wc had fifteen years 
ago. 

The division of powers in Canada be- 
tween the federal and provincial govern- 
ments is costing the people poor health, 
slums, strife, and poverty. The vested in- 
terests in Canada naturally wish to pre- 
serve the status quo, and prevent a march 
to what they call the Welfare State. But 
the great mass of the people are beginning 



to realize that the so-called protection of 
provincial interests, is really nothing but 
:i protection of Big Business. 

Let us look at the great Packinghouse 
Strike of 19*17, and we can see just what is 
being safeguarded by divided jurisdiction. 
The meatpacking industry is run by three 
companies and one union, and is spread 
across the country. Yet when the strike 
took effect, the federal government was 
powerless to intervene, and all across the 
one country, labour and management had 
to deal with 10 separate local governments. 
What a situation! The industry had com- 
pletely outgrown provincial boundaries, yet 
the constitution still forced them to submit 
to provincial law. 

• Many matters that in 1867 were proper- 
ly within the sphere of provincial interest 
have today grown to international propor- 
tions. What a fiasco, when Ottawa assents 
to a resolution of the International Labour 
Organization, but is powerless to imple- 
ment one single clause!! 

The situation has grown beyond the 
point where the people will accept govern- 
ment protests that they are powerless to 
deal with social problems. We are tired of 
waiting until emergencies are declared un- 
til we get what we need. If the constitution 
prevents the building of a strong, healthy 
nation, capable of handling its personal and 
international responsibilities, 

Then change it. 

We've heard too many arguments about 
how wc are going to amend the constitu- 
tion — while the politicians argue proce- 
dure, the substance is being stolen. Both 
Liberals and P.C.s voice platitudes about 
"infringements of provincial rights." (P.C. 
convention, 1948) and "that the Supreme 
Court of Canada should be the highest 
judicial authority for Canada" (Liberal 
Convention, 1918). 

Nonsense ! 

Why don't they get down to the real 
issues ?

LlcLern Ukrainian Literature 

Church and Communist 
Restrictions 

by Luba Sluxor 

Until almost the end of the XVllIth Century, the language of serious literature in 
Ukraine was not the vernacular language of the people, but Church Slavorùc, a dead langua- 
ge. It is not unnatural that this should have been so, for all higher education was in 
the hands of the clergy and most of the original literature was either written by mem- 
bers of the clergy or was of a primarily religious nature. It was felt among the intellect- 
uals of the day that the vernacular was not fit for the writings of belles lettres or learned 
works, but that these, to be truly worthy of the name, would have to be written in 
Church Slavonic, the language of polite literature. 

As in England the language of the people, English, displaced Latin the language of 
the learned few, so in Ukraine the position of Church Slavonic was threatened by the 
vernacular. The turning point came in 1798 (the year in which Wordsworth and Cole- 
ridge published their Lyrical Ballads,) with the publication of a parody on the Aeneid in 
the Ukrainian language by Ivan Kotliarevsky. Henceforth, more and more literary 
works were written in the living tongue. Soon novels, plays, poetry and collections of 
historical ballads and lays called dumy were being published in Ukrainian, proving 
again and again thnt delicate lyrics and strong descriptive prose could be written as well 
in Ukrainian as in any other language.

IjAXGUAGK restrictions 
By the middle of the Nineteenth 

Century, notwithstanding restrict- 
ions which were placed against 

the Ukrainian language by tin 

Russian government (which 

sought to govern oven tho ortho- 
graphy of the language and the 

tetters of Its alphabet), It was In 

wide use not only in literatim;, 

but works of learning as well. 
In its forms and techniques, 

Ukrainian litoraturo was subject 

to tho samo Influences whlcn 

shaped the literatures of other 

nations. The romanticism of thn 

early XIX Century was soon elul- 

lenged by the trend towards real- 
ism Introduced by Ivan Nechuy- 

Levytsky in the seventies. 

The ITcrninlnn romantics, 
(rue to the romnntlr tradition, 
devoted much attention to the . 
humble life of the countryside. 
Towards the end of tho Cent- 
ury, a new trend bcenmo evi- 
dent, a trend which plnccd 
greater ciii|iImsIs on the art 
uf lltcrnture and on Its tech- 
niques, rather than on the sub- 
ject matter. In poetry, Dessin 
Ukrainien (Dnrls.sn Kosaehevn), 
did iiiurli to funis attention on 
rhythm and metric*, and on 
writers, Mykhaylo KotMluhynsky 
left the "ethnotrraidilv" school 
with Its primary Interest in folk 
customs to point the way to a 
greater tinlversalHy of treat- 
ment and mi! 'J ret matter. 
In tho Twentieth Century, 

Ukrainian literature followed 

Western models and adopted tho 

"new" realism, which was more 

devoted to depleting- life, rather 

than attempting to guide it. TJm 

various literary schools and move- 
ments which convulsed the West 

also had their Influence on 

Ukrainian writing, as for example, 

tho symbolist, 0. Oles, (Oleksan- 

dcr Kandyha), who could truly 

be called a "poet's poet". 

UKHAIXI/ATIOX

But they've reduced their budget problems 
to this simple formula — .steady saving 
at

notice. 

Perhaps the most important 
school was that of the nco-CIas- 
sldstB who insisted on strict ad- 
herence to classical forms uf 
writing, but coupled with a now 
modern poetic diction. 

This period whs made great by 
such poets as Pavlo Tyehyna, Mak- 
sym Rylsky, H. Knsynka, Mykola 
Zerov, M. Bazhan and others. And 
the prose writers: Mykola Khvy- 
lovy, Arkndly Liubchonko, Ivan 
Leh, A. Holovko, etc. 

SOCIALISTIC REALISM 

In 1933-34 this honeymoon 
came to an end. A conference of 
Soviet writers was called In Mos- 
cow and the new line laid down. 
Jt was - "socialistic realism". 
Writers wero to deal only with 
that which was typical of tho 
socialist aceno and they were to 
be guided by tht current decisions 
of the Party regurdlng the build- 
ing of socialism. No longer was 
It permitted to write of Ivnn Kyry- 
lenko - as an Individual, but only 



of Ivan Kyrylcnko - tho typical 
Stakhanovlte, typical class enemy, 
typical Party member of whatovîr 
he may havo been. The sun could 
not rise, unless It shone on thi 
neat Holds of some collective 
farm and girls now said to tholr 
young men: "Ilecome n Stakhan- 
ovlte and I'll fall in love with you 
again. . . ." 

The UkrAlntaitlon was also 
linltcd and tho new line of cul- 
ture, which WUS "national III 
form, socialist In content", en- 
forced. Many writers were ar- 
rested, executed or deported to 
Siberia. Some, like Mykola 
Khvylovy, who strove to bring 
more Western Influences into 
Ukrainian literature, committed 
suicide. 

FREEDOM TO AVRITB 
This wns the situation until 
the German attack on the Soviet 
Union. Then writers were given

Tho Orpheus legend Is one of 
i li o most famous Greek myths. 



Orpheus, reputedly tho jon oi 
Apollo and the muse Calliope, Wfs 
the most renowned musician of 
that terrible and enchanting per- 
iod of Creek "prehistory" that lute 
Inspired poets and writer!, vo - n 
Homer to Anouilh and T. S; EHqt, 
Tho nymph Kurydlco was one of 
tho musician's many mciopinnlac 
devotees, and It was Ultimately in 
her that Orpheus illscovered a love 
that transcended even his [M)3lotl 
for music. Eyrudlce, however, un- 
like her swain, wns not altoaeihor 
respected by tho gods. 

Arlstaeus, a bookeeper, anl sod 
of herdsmen and hunters, I-; said 
to have fallen In love with her 
even while Eurydice was li'.&klng 
valiant efforts to be faithful to

Orpheus. Arlstaeus prouanlej felt 
that ho had a claim to thu lovely 
by vlrtuo of his kinship to Orphe;is 
since his father too was the god 
Apollo. In any event, ajtiiPiiirh 
the Crocks seem to have consider- 
ed Arlstaeus an essentially bene- 
volent deity, ho gave clrtaa to 
Eurydice, who In her attuinpt to 
fleo was bitten by a serpent, an 
accident which caused her death. 

Inconsolable, Orpheus travelled 
to tho underworld to plead for 
the return of his beloved. Pluto, 
.stern and pitiless god of the un- 
derworld, remained deaf to Oi- 
phous' entreaties. Only when Or- 
pheus began to perform his dtv'ne 
music did the god relent for the 
only llnio In recorded mythology. 
It is Pluto's change of heart which 
Is perhaps tho most astounding 
aspect of the whole legend, ajd It 
remains tho greatest tribute paid 
to Orpheus' art by god or mr.n. 
Pluto allowed Eurydice to return 
with Orpheus, on condition that 
the latter refrain from looking at 
h la mate until both had rescued 
the higher regions. This, for 
several conflicting mythological 
reasons, Orpheus neglected to do. 
Kurydlco thus perished In the 
ascent from the underworld, and 
Orpheus returned to Thrace, un 
avowed misogynist. The Thraclaii 
women did not take kindly to his 
snobbery, and flnnlly combined to 
tear him to pieces. His body was 
thrown Into the river Hebron, and 
his head came ashore on the 
island of Lesbos. Sic transit gloria 
mtindao.
